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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The rejection under 35 U.S.C 1 03(a) has been 
maintained for reasons of record. Specifically, {Hashimoto teaches that the adhesive is applied to at least one of the spacers 34 and the 
substrate (col. 5, lines 40-47). In addition, the adhesive may include a thermoplastic resin (col. 5, lines 43-45). Hashimoto only fails to 
show, the use of a transferring member (intentionally emphasized) to apply the adhesive to the spacer or the substrate. Therefore, 
Shimoda provides an example a transfer member (peeling layer) for applying the adhesive, for the purpose of bonding the transfer bodies 
to an appropriate destination substrate. The use of the transferring member would prove to be equivalent in its functionality of bonding the 
two surfaces with an adhesive, since ultimately the goal is to form an adhesive material onto the spacers and to later bond the two 
substrates (including the spacers) to each other.. 
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
